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IRRIGATION UP TO DATE

Great Desert Area Made Arable In Re-
cent Years.

In Ameriea [rrigation was practiced
thousands of years ago by the prehis-
torie town bullding Pueblo Indlans in
New Mexico and Arizona,

The first systematic application of
irrigation to be made by the whites In
the United States was innugurated by
the Mormons on the shores of the
fireat Ralt lake In 18457, The Mor
‘mons found Utah anything but the
promised land for which they had
hoped. From necessity they resorted
to Irrigation and acon made the Larren
klte of Balt Lake Clity one of the qnst
prosperous communities In the west.

In Californin utflized thelr placer wash-

ing streams for Irrigation purposes
and ralsed large crops of vegetablea
and graln, However, Irrigation did
not muke any extensive headway until
the civil war and during the early
soventies, when the grent tide of Im-
migration turned toward the west. In
1870 only nbout 20000 acres of land
were cultlvated by Irrigation in the
United States. In the next ten years
thls number was Increased to 1,000,000
neres. During the years between
188000 Irrigation experlenced a great
boom, and the number of acres in-
crenged to nearly 4000000, In 1002,
the last census, the acreage was 0,034,-
026, and ench month sees thousands
of aceres added until the totnl Is nearly
15,000,000 neres today.

Ape
parently some valutile prodact from
the turnipa gets lnto the body tluids
of the cow and thos aflects the milk
This fault may be corrected by warm-
log or aerating the milk, DBut, besldes
this, certaln organlsms, ns coll bae.
terla, Actinomyces odorifor, I'enlell-
Hom brevicsuole aod loctle acld bace
terin, which are found ju the faeces of
cows feid on beets or turnips, also
produce the turnlp flavor and aroma
in butter wade from milk or cream n
which they are present. The turnip
taste of butter may be due to both of
these causes together, Butlter may
have the turnlp flavor and aroma,
however, even when no turnips are
fed, ns coll bacterla cousing the taste
are found also on oats, barley, corn,
/rape and other feeding stuffs. Pas-
teurlging the milk, with subsequent
aeration, i8 recommended ns a means
of preventing the development of the
turnip fiavor in butter.
